I am  pre[->arcd,  lir,  to  br  r?pre- 
fur.tcd  as  w'lllingto  furnsn'cler  impor- 
t.int  rights' of  this  nation,  to  a fo- 
icign  government,  f have  been  told 
that  this  rciuiiheni  is  already  ti'hif- 
pered  in  ihe'dafk,  by  time  fervers 
and  lycOphar.ts — But  if  your  clerk 
dared  to  print  them,  I would  appeal 
to  your  journals.  I would  call  for 
the  reading  of  them,  but  that  1 know 
they  are  ndt  forprofane  cn  es  to  look 
upon.  I confefs  that  1 am  more  rea- 
dy to  furrendur  to  a naval  power  a 
I'quare  league  of  ocean,  than  to  a ter- 
ritorial orle  a iV^uare  inch  of  land 
within  otir  limits-^ — and  I am  ready 
to  meet  the  friends  of  the  rel'olution 
on  this  ground  at  any  time-  Let  us 
t ike  off  the  injun6lion  of  f^recy.-^ 
'1  hey  dare  not.  They' are  alliamri'd 
and  afraid  to  do  it.  They  tnay  give 
winks  and  nods  and  pretend  to  be 
wife,  but  tlrey  dare  tiM  come  out 
and  tell  the  nation  \Vhat  they  have 
done.  Gentlemen  may  take  notes  if 
they  pleafe — but  I will 'never,  from 
any  motive  fhort  of  fclf-defence, 
enter  upon  k war.  I will  never  be  in 
lliumental  to  the  ambitious  fchemes 
of  Bonaparte-^nor  fiut  into  his 
hands  a weapon  that  will  enable 
him  fo  wield  the  world  :-^and  oh  the 
very  principle  that  I wiflied  fuccefs 
to  the  French  arms  in  1793.  And 
wherefore  ? Becaufe  the  cafe  is 
changed.  Great-Bntain  can  never 
agaiii  fee  the  year  1760.  Her  con 
tinental  infitierrce  is  gone  forever. 
l,et  who  will  be  uppermoft  on  t^e 
cohtinent  of  Europe,  ll'.e  muft  find 
more  than  a counierpoife  for  her 
llrength.  Her  race  is  run.  She 
can  only  be  formidable  as  a maritime 
power — and,  even  as  fuch,  perhaps 
not  long.  Arc  you  going  to  juftil'y 
the  adls  of  the  lafl  adminiftration, 
for  which  they  Iiave  been  deprived 
of  the  government  at  our  inftance  ? 
Are  you  going  liack  to  the  ground  of 
1798 — 9?  I afli  any  man  .who  now 
advocates  a rupture  with  England, 
to  alfign  a iingle  reafon  for  his  Opi- 
nion, that  would  not  have  juftified  a 
French  war  in  1798.  If  injury  and 
infult  abroad;  would  have  julVified  ir, 
we  had  them  in  abundance  then,-^ 
Blit  what  did  the  republicans  fay,  at 
that  day  ? Fh-nt,  finder  the  cover  of 
a war  with  France,  the  executive 
would  be  armed  with  a patronage  and 
power  which  might  ena'ble  it  to  maf- 
teroiir  libertits.  They  deprecated 
foreign  war  and  navies,  a'fid  Handing 
armies,  and  loans,  and  taxes.  The 
dtliriunf)  pafi'ed  aWay  :-i*^th'e  good 
feiife  of  the  people  triumphed  ; an'd 
our  difFcVen’ceS  were  acebmmodated 
without  awar.  And  what  is  there 
in  ihe  lituatibn  of  England  that  in- 
vites to  war  with  her.  ’Tis  true  fhe 
does  not  deal  fo  largely  in  perfc61a- 
bility,  but  file  fupplies  you  with  a 
much  mote  ufeful  commodity,  with 
coarl'e  woollens.  ^Vith  lefs  profef- 
fioii  indeed,  (lie  occupies  the  place 
of  France  in  1793.  She  is  the  foie' 
bulwark  of  the  human  race  againll 
uni verfal  dominion — No  thanks  to 
her  for  it.  In  protedling  her  own 
exillence,  flie  en lures  theirs.  I care 
not  who  hands  in  this  fituation,  whe- 
ilier  l‘.n gland  or  Bonaparte — ^1  prac- 
tice the  dcblrines  now  that  I profef- 
fed  in  1798.  Gentlemen  may  hunt
